They consist largely of atomic nuclei 
trav eling at almost the speed of light. 
Most are protons (the nuclei of hy dro- 


gen atoms). A few represent heav y 
elements. 
From 
observ ations 
with 
ballons it has been deduced that there 
may be occasionally a super-heav y 
atom of a kind not y et detected on 
earth. 
A panel consisting of four de­ 
tectors will be ex posed and will be 
brought back for microscopic study of 
the tracings the ray s may leav e. 
It 
is hoped to find traces which could 
lead to discov eries of unknown heav ier 
elements. 
Many of the other scientific efforts 
on this mission will be similar to those 
carried out on the four earlier land­ 
ings. Like the others, a nuclear pow­ 
ered scientific station will be deploy ed, 
much like those still operating where 
Apollo 12. 14 and 15 landed. 
The in­ 
struments are designed to measure the 
frequency and strength of moonquakes, 
the magnetic field of the lunar sur­ 
face. the thermal properties of the 
upper crust and the geological prop­ 
erties of the subsurface. All of these 
findings will be v aluable to us here on 
earth, in many way s. 
Splashdown April 28 should bring 
back a pay load of ex tensiv e observ a­ 
tions. of rocks from the lunar high 
lands chosen for their geologic inter­ 
est. and of pictures of enormous v alue.

“ equal rights amendment” was intro­ 
duced in Congress, debate on a pro­ 
posal to constitutionally end sex dis­ 
crimination continues. 
And when all 
the arguments are in. two ov erriding 
elements 
remain: 
Women 
deserv e 
equality under the law and they do 
not at present hav e it. 
The House, reluctant in the past to 
concur, has approv ed the amendment. 
So has the Senate and we are head­ 
ing toward a showdown on another of 
those ideas whose time has come. 
Ratification by three-fourths of the 
states will make the amendment part 
of the Constitution. 
Discrimination against women, par­ 
ticularly in employ ment opportunities 
and pay sca les, is an injustice which 
demands a remedy . 
It is the out­ 
moded remnant of what Dr. Bernice 
Sandler has aptly termed ‘‘the last so­ 
cially acceptable prejudice.” 
The facts speak less eloquently but 
with equal conv iction.

founded 
Rome in 753 B.C. He killed his 
twin when Remus poked fun at

kept one or two mother wolves 
and an eagle—symbol of the 
ancient Romans—in two cages 
near the Campidoglio, the city 
hall 
atop 
the 
smallest 
of 
Rome’s Seven Hills.
